Mosse Murder Trial. 


A J URY AT LAST. 


OVER ONE HUNDRED 
J UllYM EN 
SUMMONED AND EXAMINED. 


STATES ATTORNEY’S OPENING 
ADDRESS. 


—Althoug h the court room has been 
crowded each day since the Mosee tri al 
commenced still J udg e Browu has suc­ 
ceeded in securing most .ex cellent order, 
only now and then for a moment was 
there any thing like levity and in such 
cases the laug hter was caused by a spon­ 
taneous outburst caused by some ridicu­ 
lous answer by parties being ex amined as 
to their competency for jury men. 
The 
J udg e quietly informed the audience that 
he had no objection to a crowded court 
room provided the audience made no un­ 
necessary noise. 
And he certainly would | 
not permit any laug hter in the room. The 
work before the court was of a very 
serious uature. 
A man is on trial for his 
life and charg ed with having murdered 
one uf his fellow men. 
The following jury men have been se­ 
lected to try the case. 
We g ive names 
and places of residence. 
Our neig hbor 
ing city 
down the Central road has 
been particularly favored, as the first six 
names on this list are from Amboy : 
W. C. Rossman, M.’ T. Spencer, C. C. 
Parker, C. Speer, D. L. Doan, W. J . Mose- 
ly ; J . B. Eicholtz, Nuchusa; Wm. P. Long , 
Sublette; Willard A. Solsbury , Lee Ceu- 
tre; J acob Heckman, South Dix on; Sol- 
oman G. Cook, Nelson; 
Benjamiu A. 
Shaffer, Nelson. 


At twenty minutes to eleven this morn­ 
ing the last jury man was accepted and 
the pannel is composed of men above the 
averag e jury men in intellig ence. 
It w as proposed and considered proper 
by the court to ex clude the witnesses on 
both sides from the court room, during 
the trial, until each has been ex amined. 
The witnesses on the part of the people 
were then called by States Attorney Mor­ 
rison. 
There are eig hty -seven on the 
list; only about a dozen were present and 
sworn. 
They were placed in a room to 
be called when needed. 
S. II. Bethea, attorney for the defence, 
then called witnesses for the prisoner 
about fifty . 
J udg e Brown stated to the audience 
that lie would not permit any demonstra­ 
tions of approval or disapproval. 
He 
proposed to try the case according to the 
evidence. 
States Attorney Morrison commenced 
bis opening address to the jury by calling 
attention to the indictment ag ainst J oseph 
Mosse for the murder of Frank Thiel, 
Althoug h there were several counts he 
thoug ht that the jury would find accord­ 
ing to the evidence that the cause of death 
was from the cut on (lie throat althoug h 
there were many wounds upon the body 
of the murdered man, several of wnich 
mig ht cause death. 
Young Thiel was 
from Elg in; arrived here about September 
first and had been here about two weeks 
when the murder was committed. 
lie 
met here and g ot acquainted with Mosse, 
who was one of his first acquaintances. 
He and Mosse were much tog ether. Mosse 
sold a few books for Thiel. 
On the a f­ 
ternoon of the supposed time of the mur­ 
der, at about three o’clock, Mosse called 
Thiel from the Key stone House porch, 
and they had a talk in the street; separa­ 
ted and soon after Thiel left the hotel, 
where he boarded, and was not seen alive 
after that afternoon. 


The murder was committed on the 12th 
of September. 
The indictment charg es 
that the murder was accomplished by 
beating with stones and sticks etc. When 
Thiel did not return after leaving onthat 
Saturday afternoon, nothing was thoug ht 
of it until several day s had passed. 
But 
after about three day s the people com­ 
menced to wonder and feel alarmed on 
account of Thiels' absence ;and then made 
search for him but without much result 
There is a man named J as. Penrose liv­ 
ing in South Dix on,who say s on Saturday 
evening on the 12th ef September as he 
was driving his cattle over a certain 
bridg e or culvert they made demonstra­ 
tion as if they smelled blood or some­ 
thing that ex cited them and the same dem 
onstrations were made every time he 
drove his cattle over the bridg e. 
Fri 
day morning he concluded that there 
was something wrong and therefore.made 
an investig a tion 
Then went to Wilbur 
Hill, who was plowing in a field with a 
man named Murphy ; told them there was 
a man under the culvert and he was 
afraid to g o back. 
They went to the 
culvert and found the body . 
It bad been 
placed there probably the Saturday nig ht 
before; it was partially covered up by 
flag stones, and fresh 
dirt had been 
thrown over it tbat morning . 
They re 
moved the stone and then came to Dix 
on and notified authorities. 
Marshal 
Woody att and several others went out; 
uncovered the body and notified the cor­ 
oner; the body was removed to theCourt 
house, and identified as that of Thiel the 
missing book ag ent. 
On investig ation it 
was learned that a y oung man was seen 
on tbat very morning , on the road near 
where the remains were found with a 
spade. 
The dirt was fresh on the body ; 
thus came the suspicion concerning the 
spade. 
The officers followed up the mat­ 
ter, and found the man with the spade at 
J ulius Lloy d’s place ; located about one 
mile west, and a half mile south of the 
culver!. 
Lloy d said Mosse arrived at his 
place that morning . 
Then there was a 
search for the coat and vest which Mosse 
took off when he went to work. 
Found 
them in the barn, and in the pockets 
found a ring and watch chain, but put 
them back in the pockets, and then went 
to Mosse 
anti commenced questioning 
him ahout his route from town. 
Mosse 
« poke out and said : 
*T have a mind to 
tell the truth.” 
Lloy d said: “ tell them 
all y ou 
know ; this is a serious mat­ 
ter.” Mosse then went with tlie officers 
for his coat and ve st: and he put them 
on. 
“ Let me g et a drink of water,’* said 
Mosse, 
The officers said: 
“ We will 8 ° 
with y ou.” 
While g oing 
along , they no­ 
ticed him feel in his vest pocket with his 
rig ht hand, and 
draw out something , 
which proved a watch-chain, and then put 
his hands behind him and made an ef­ 
fort to to throw it away . Marshal Wood­ 
y att caug ht his hand and said: 
“ What 
are y ou g oing to do with that chain? ” 
Mosse said: 
‘Nothing . 
I just wanted 
to know if y ou had taken auy thing out 
of my pockets; or whether every thing 
was there.” 
Woody att then took the 
chain away from him and put it in his 
pocket. 
That was the same chain owned 
by Frank Thiel. 
It will be proven to y ou 
bey ond question. 
It will further be 
proven that there were blood stains upon 
the links of that chain. 
Upon ex amina­ 
tion, it was discovered that blood could 
be seen on the links by the naked ey e. 
Witnesses will be here from Elg in, who 
have seen Theil w^ear that chain, and will 
satisfy y ou bey ond a reasonable doubt, 
that it was his chain. 
The officers asked 
defendant which road he took from Dix ­ 
on, and lie told them “ the direct road.” 
They asked him “ what did y ou do with 
that spade? ” “ What spade? ” “ The spade 
y ou 
carried 
with 
y ou 
when 
y ou 
came 
from 
Dix on 
this 
morning .” 
Mosse replied: 
“ I did not have any 
spa de” The officer said: “ Yo u were 
seen to have a spade.” lit» said: 
“ No, 
sir, I had no spade.” 
He denied it abso 
lately . 
They went further and n^ked 
him to g o over to the culvert where the 
body laid and see if he could identify 
the body . 
He knew the boy Thiel and 
they desired to hear what he would have 
to say about the affair. He refused to g o; 
refused to look at the murdered boy ; re­ 
fused to have any thing to do with him at 
all; but finally did g o there. We will pro­ 
duce testimony here to show y ou what 
his conduct was while there; and show 
that he was very much ex cited while 
there. 
From that time on the testimony 
continues to develop circumstantial evi­ 
dence in this case. 
Mosse was taken to 
jail aad Thiel’s body to the court house 
where the inquest was held. 
It was a f­ 
terwards learned that Miss Mary Ban- 
had that msrning walked with Mosse; 
she knew him personally ; she saw the 
spade, and asked where he g ot it, and 


what he was g oing to with it? He said 
he borrowed the spade ; the party of 
whom he said he borrowed it, say s that 
he did not loan him the spade. 
Mathias 
Levan met Mosse and Miss Barr on the 
road, and he saw the spade. 
He had ex ­ 
pected a man to do some ditching , and 
when he saw Mosse with the spade, 
thoug ht it was his man ; therefore he re 
members the spade. Mr. Mossholder also 
met the two, and saw the spade under 
Mosse’#arm. 
Others saw him start out 
from Dement Town with 
a 
spade. 
It can be shown that the spade belong s to 
Willis 
Spiller, where Mosse boarded. 
The owner could not fully identify the 
spade; but that did not matter. 
Mary 
Barr accompanied Mosse to the crossroad 
about ten rods west of the culvert where 
the body of the murdered man was found. 
She say s Mosse turned west; she prepared 
Mrs. Sey beh’s children forscheol after 
reaching the house. 
The children over 
took Mosse ¿ olng west on that road where 
he was endeavoring to put something in­ 
to the hedg e. There was, then, the pros­ 
ecutor desired the jury to remember, all 
tbat time, which Mosse spent somewhere, 
for if 
he 
had g one on 
he would 
have 
been 
a 
mile 
or 
so 
west 
of the cross roads. 
A y oung lady named 
Forsy th, teaching at H ill’s school house, 
boarded south; about a mile. 
She saw 
Mosse coming down towards Lloy d’s; 
saw him come out of the hedg e to Lloy d’s 
house. 
He did not have the spade.— 
Search was made fqr the spade. 
Miss F. 
thoug ht she saw him place something ip 
the hedg e. 
On searching that place the 
spade was found there. 
Several s^w 
Mosse endeavor to conceal the spade un­ 
der his arm and coat. 
Officer Woody att 
found, at the scene of the murder, a ring 
which belong ed to Mag g ie Smith. 
She 
had loaned that same ring to Mosse— 
probably on the day of the murder. A 
knife was also found at the culvert; the 
same knife that Willis Spiller bad traded 
to Mosse. 
It is a peculiar knife, and 
Spiller thinks it the same knife that he 
traded to Mosse. 
Knife was covered 
with blood. 
Mo9 se’s room was searched 
and clothes found stained with blood, 
in diffent places. 
On the inside of pant? , 
on the lining , blood was plain to be seen. 
It was found that Mosse was in Dix on on 
day of murder. 
He and Theil were seen 
tog ether at North-Western depot about 
3:45; they were seen on the road south of 
depot, leading to where the body was 
found; by Mrs. Sherwood Dix on, J ames 
Curran and Louie Dix on. 
Mosse had 
a stick in his hand which was found to 
be the round of 
a 
stair 
bannister; 
and had been used by Spiller’s boy as a 
ball club. 
After Mosse and Thiel had 
passed Dix on's house Louie Dix on said: 
“ Wonder if he is g oing to kill that other 
fellow.*’ 
The boy ish remark fix ed the 
slick, or club, on the mind of others. 
The two y oung men went on south, and 
that was the last seen of Thiel. After­ 
wards the stick was found near the cul­ 
vert, the place of the murder, broken in 
two, one piece thrown in one direction 
and the other in another. 
The pieces 
were the bannister, used by Spiller’s 
children as a ball club. One hour after 
tli« prisoner was seen g oing south with 
Thiel he returned on the road alone. 
Frank Thiel was never seen after. 
There 
is other evidence that will be g iven dur­ 
ing the trial. The prosecutor then g ave 
a description of the murdered boy and 
iis parents and closed. 
As we g o to press S. II. Bethea had 
closed his opening address to the jury and 
the court is now ex amining witnesses.

—J udg e Brown g ave notice in court 
that the jury men summoned for nex t 
week need not appear until the week fol­ 
lowing , and requested the sheriff to 
notify them. 
so 


—A very noticeable feature ly the work 
of selecting a jury for the trial of Mosse 
is tbat of the rejection by the prosecution 
of every Catholic placed upon the stand 
for ex amination. 
The reason is under­ 
stood, of course, to be on account of the 
fact that tin* prisoner is a member of that 
faith. 
As the murdered man was also a 
Catholic, and was eng ag ed in setting Cath­ 
olic hooks, certainly if a jury mau could 
be predjudieed by the mere circumstance 
that he belong ed to the same church as 
the deceased, the effect would be neutra 
lized by the fact that the murdered man 
was of the same class.

DEATH WITHOUT PAIN. 


AN ANALYTICAL CHEMIST PRESENTS 
A THEORY ON THE SUBJ ECT.

with Dumb 
A nlm alr 
Method Employ ed at the Home for 
Lost Dogs—How to Shuffle Off 
Without a Feng. 


Let m suppose, for the sake of making the 
subject clearer, that we hav e a pet (log 
which mast be destroy ed; and let us take 
the doomed creature to different class» » « 
of 
persons and request them to suggest the best 
means for its destruction. 
Let us in the 
M at instance take it to that specimen of 
J pumanity —or inhumanity , if y ou please— 
fv rhich, for the sake of distinction, has been 
called “ a rough,” and ask his adv ice. 
He 
will, in all probability , suggest two meth­ 
ods, which hav e been v ery largely used, 
and 
ttfll are to some ex tent—namely , hanging 
or drowning—and he will perhaps assure 
y ou that it will bo but a few struggles, and 
then all will be ov er. 
Nex t, tak e it to a 
sportsman, and y ou will be told to shoot it 
take it to an apothecary , and you will ? *> 
told to use a v ery activ e poison 
—strych­ 
nine, perhaps, or corrosiv e sublimate, or 
white arsenic, or prussic acid; take it to a 
doctor, and jierhaps he may tell you the 
same, or he may tell y ou to give chloroform 
first, and drown or otherwise k ill the animal 
while under its influence. 
BARBAROUS AND CRUEL METHODS. 
Not one of these methods can we indorse, 
and we H]*» nk from experience, having wit­ 
nessed the death of many animals under 
each of these methods, even when applied in 
the most sk illful manner. Drowning Is a 
beurbarous and cruel method. 
The head 
must be forcibly submerged in water; and 
who that has seen the struggles and heard 
the cries of a half-drowned animal, should it 
for a moment get one breath of air, can say 
that its death was unattended with great 
and violent jwin. Can any one who hits 
witnessed the convulsive struggles—the sud­ 
den drawing up of the lower limbs toward 
the throat, the stifled cry, the bursting eye­ 
balls of an animal when k illed by hanging, 
say its death was a painless one? As for the 
strong-poison treatment, in our opinion it is 
worse than the two just mentioned, for not 
only is the suffering most acute, but it is 
enormously prolonged. 
Many a 
jmkh* thing 
havo I .seen subjected to what was called sk ill­ 
ful treatm ent -n this way, and seldom have I 
experienced more sick ening feelings than 
when watching the agonies of the dying 
creature. Many a stout and stern heart 
have I k nown on such occasions to resolve 
tk ut they would not look upon such sights 
again. 
No; the death 
by strong jxusons is 
very, very far from being a humane method. 
Shooting is too slow and uncertain, and 
ought to be had recourse to only under 
exceptional circumstances, when no otLer 
met nods are applicable. 
There is one oth?r method, seldom recom­ 
mended because it is somewhat difficult of 
application, 
but 
which 
is 
nevertheless 
largely employed, and deserves more gen­ 
eral recognition. It is the one suggested by 
Dr. Richardson, and used every week for 
the destruction of cart-loads of wandering 
and worthless dogs which find their way to 
the Home for Lost Dogs at Battersea, and 
consists in k illing chiefly by means of the 
gas k nown to chemists as carbonic oxide. 
Under the influence of this gas the animal 
sink s into an insensible sleep, from which it 
never wak es, and without the least sign of 
pain. 
It is the form of death so frequently 
chosen by French suicides, and unwarily has 
found many a victim in the weary wayfarer 
who has laid himself to sleep on the warm 
bank on the leeward side of a burning lime­ 
k iln. 
PAINLESS EFFECTS OP CARBONIC OXIDE. 
Its application 
does not necessitate to 
much additional trouble and sk ill as to mak e 
it impracticable or unpopular. The animal 
has only to l>o placed in nil air-tight ehum- 
l*er connected by a pij>e with another cham­ 
ber in which a charcoal Art* is lighted. The 
products of combustion pass along the pij>o 
t<> the chaml>er in which the annual c con­ 
fined, and before long it dies, to 
all external 
appearances, a painless death. The quautit y 
of eorbonie oxide gas necessary for tin de­ 
struction of an animal is vcr\ small. 
1/» 
Blanc found that animals could live in an 
atmosphere containing 25 jx» r cent, of 
car­ 
bonic add, but died in one containing 114 
per cent, of carbonic oxide, and that re­ 
covery was more difficult in the latter ease. 
It is therefore evident that but a very small 
quantity of this gas is sufficient to cause 
death. 
Dr. Richardson points out that the method 
can bo applied to animals which 
are k illed 
to supply us with food; that the flesh of 
animals so k illed is in no way altered, and 
Chat the blood can be drawn as completely 
after as before the animal has been narcot­ 
ised. 
It has not y et been applied to ox en 
and horses, the neccmarily larger size of the 
lethal chamber being in itself » difficulty . 
Moreov er, large animals require a higher 
percentage of gas ta produce in them nar-

has long lieen supposed 
by chemists to de­ 
pend on the formation of a compound 
carbonic ox ide with the haemoglobin 
m atter in the red corpuscles of the blood, by 
which the latter is prevented from exercising 
its function as an absorbent of oxygen.

whatever its action may be, one thing 
certain, that it Is a really humane method 
slaughtering animals, 
and on this account

Mr. B. Conr'Oghlou Tells What He Knows 
About tlie Sultan and HI» Harem. 
Mr. B. Cour’Oghlou, from Turk ey, is in 
St. Louis on a business trip. In the course 
of an interview the reporter ask ed him the 
question: 
‘•How does the sultan 
occupy his time?” 
“When he spares time to come out of the 
harem he attends to state affairs, which is 
mostly to k eep his ministers in two factions, 
deadly enemies to each other. 
He fears day 
and night that he might suffer the fate of 
his predecessor, hence this precautionary 
scheme. 
Each party tries to gain his m aj­ 
esty’s favor at the expense of the other, so 
that none can do or even speak anything 
that escaj» es his k nowledge. 
During his oc- 
cupation he tak es coffee almost once an 
hour, which 
Is prepared, not lik e yours, but 
by Turk ish apjiaratus, mak ing a delicious 
beverage. 
Ills palace is a dive of intrigues, 
even his chief eunich does not play a small 
part in them. 
His official, a full-blooded 
African, l>ought in the marts of Egypt, 
made his way slowly to that high j>osition, 
the head guardian of the harem. 
Although 
he does not read or write a word, he has as 
much influence as has the grand vizier (the 
prime minister) himself, and very often ad­ 
vices the sultan on state questions, no doubt 
in favor of the ¡» artv who gives the most 
bak shish. The members of the harem fear 
him as much as the sultan, because to be in 
his favor leads to that of the sultan.” 
“What is the harem?” 
“No one k nows anything of the sultan’s 
harem. 
It is impenetrable. 
All said and 
and written about it is mere conjecture and 
imagination on the stories of ancient god­ 
desses. The walls around it are lik e castle 
walls. 
No one can free herself from its 
premises under the penalty of death. Occa­ 
sionally they are jicrmitted to come out in 
carriages guarded by mounted guards, who 
nr» ; dark er than the night, and if your eyes 
roam in wonder on the nympliic beauties 
therein too long, the whip of the black 
guardian will divert it, to the great laughter 
of the occupants.” 
“How many inmates are there ?” 
“A great many, but not so many as some 
imagine. The harem of the late Hultan 
Alnlul Aziz, who was deposed, consisted of 
three boatloads.

family is so crowded, yet according to law 
he adds each year one more to his harem. 
This is selected by himself on a certain day 
out of several which are prepared for this 
purj» oso during the year out of the prettiest 
girls in the country, so that literally I can 
say that the sultan has the greatest of Cir­ 
cassian inanities.
